There is a large 
ventilating duct throughout the section 
of the tunnel that is under the Imrbor, 
so the air will always be kept fresh and 
pure, thus overcoming the great objec- 
tion to under ground rapid transit lines 
except for short distances in very con- 
gesied centres. The walls are wnlteued 
their entire length and at the stations 
are tiled in while, while everything 
about the paneuKe is fireproof. 


There are three stations, one in Court 


Street wljere it connects with rimllay 
Sijuure, one at Devonshire and ritate 
Slreets, with entranced uuder tlie ol 1 
Blate House, and another In Klate 
Street at Atlantic Avenue. This last 
is not yet completed, but Is ti> be con- 
nected by elevatuix as well us stairways 
with tbe street and with the Atlantic 
circuit elevated structure. 
Here free 


transfer will be given to surlace aud 
elevated lines, and at Court Street there 
will be free transfer to the lines in the 
old subway. 


The opening of the East Boston tun- 


nel la the third important step in the 
development ot the liostou Elevated 
Railway Company's scheme for giving 
the metropolitan district which its lines 
over the most perfect rapid transit sys- 
tem yet devised for any American city. 
The construction of tbe subway, fol- 
lowed by the building of the eleva ted 
structure aud tbe connection of tbe 
two, to allow of continuous riding, 
solved many of the problems, but th« 
general plan provides for cutting di- 
rectly through the middle of the sec- 
tion of tbe city thus surrounded with 
a second aud more commodious sub- 
way, and exteudiug rapid transit lines 
to the east aud west, to facilitate tbe 
distribution of truffle in those directions 
For currying out these designs ibe Eutt 
Boston tunnel comes Into use now; woik 
has already started on tbe Washington 
Street tunnel, into which the elevated 
trains are to be put eventually, leaving 
the old subway for the exclusive use of 
surface cars again; aud the combined 
subway elevated Hue to Cambridge 
will be begun lu the near future. 


The tunnel will carry passengers 


from Scollay square, which seems des-

Nearly 25,000 looms 
were running Tuesday, and the In- 
crease of weavers at some mills was 
very noticeable because old employes 
were returning. 
At one mill (tbe 


Sagamore) nine weavers were turned 
away, and the management Is prepar- 
ing to open the second of Its two mills. 
The first one opened Is running lu full 
in every department. 


The article iu the anuual report of the 


Interstate Commerce Commission on 
railroad accidents is full of intercut,con- 
sidering the discussion of the subject iu 
the public press aud by Congress. This 
report shows that there were 43,266 em- 
ployes injured aud 3,367 killed in 1904, 
as compared with 33,711 Injured aud 
2,516 killed in 1902. The figures for 
1903 are intermediate between those for 
1902 aud 1904. iu 1904 there «ere 8,077 
passengers injured aud 321 killed; iu 
1902, 6,089 injured aud SOS killed; iu 
1903 there were 6,973 injured aud 321 
killed. The increase iu tbe number of 
deaths of passengers in Hum accidents 
in 1904, compared with 1903, is 64 1-2 
per ceut. Tbe fact that there were ten 
unusually disastrous accidents durlug 
the year is mentioned with the state- 
ment that uotes concerning the causes 
of these accidents will be found in the 
appeudix to the report. Tbe uumber of 
deaths resulting from these ten acci- 
dents, eight of which were collisions, is 
about 23 per ceut of tbe total number 
killed iu all the train derailments. 


For tbe prevention of these numerous 


collisions tbe commission urges with 
added emphasis, if possible, the same 
means recommended iu its last annual 
report—the adoption of tbe block sys- 
tem. 
As to whether the cost of intro- 


ducing the block system would be a bur- 
den on the railroads, no definite claim 
upon this point baa been presented, aud 
it has been mentioned ouly in a vague 
way. Considered strictly on its technical 
merits, the block system is the acme of 
simplicity. It is the simple embodi- 
ment of tbe theory that no train shall 
ever be started from a point ou any 
main line track uutil it Is known that 
such track is clear of all other trains up 
to a certain point beyond. 
In other 


words, a space Interval must always be 
maintained betwteu trains aud no de- 
pendence placed ou the maintenance 
of time intervals at stations. 


The block signals cure faults due to 


mistakes iu madiug time, failures of 
time pieces, miscalculation of speed, 
neglect or laziness of employes, and 
uumberless other faults familiar with 
those who read collision records. 


Congress has a bill before it uow pro- 


viding for the introduction of the block 
system on all roads, and it should be- 
come a law. When one-fourth of the 
deaths ou tbe rail are due to collisions, 
it is plain that if Cougressdoes anything 
it should be in tbe direction of guard- 
ing against collisions.

EXCESSIVE FORCE USED 


)To Evidence to Identify Any 


Patrolman Who CM* UU Club 
—A Stlrma Upon Conduct of 
gtudeuu at Celebrations 


Boston, Dee. 30.—The Boston board 


of police commissioners, which Investi- 
gated the riot at the Massachusetts Ins- 
titute of Technology two months ago, 
which followed a political parade of 
fitudeiits, find thnt the loading officers 
in charge of the patrolmen sent to pre- 
serve order were icuilty oi ueiclect of 
duty In not properly restraining the pa- 
trolmen under them. The hoard orders 
Captain G. A. llall, who vus in charge 
of the squad, reduced to the rank of 
lieutenant, and Lieutenant II. J. Wat- 
king, Captain Hall's assistant, reduced 
to the rank of sergeant. 


Sergeants Fitzgerald, Ha;den. Ringer 


»nd Sanford win hereafter be ordinary 
patrolmen, and Sergeants shechan, Ar- 
nold, 
Taylor and 
Good 
will 
lose 


80 days' pay. Sergeants Eagan and 
Guard, in command of the mounted po- 
lice at the technology grounds, were 
exonerated from all blame. 


Regarding the patrolmen tyie report 


"None of the evidence identifies any 


patrolman who used his club. If such 
patrolmen could have been identified 
we should hare proceeded against 
them also. 


''It is the duty of the police to en- 


force the laws and to preserve the 
peace and to protect the public from 
lawless •assemblies, it is also their 
duty to do this with coolness and Rood 
judgment. They should not lose thoir 
bonds because others do so. . They 
.should be patient and forbearing in 
times of excitement and resort to force 
only when.more peaceable means have 
been tried without success." 


In commenting on the report, the 


commissioners say: "We <;nd that ex- 
cessive force was used • nil that the 
police in performing their duty did not 
use that prudent and earotul forbear- 
ance, intelligence, tact and coolness 
which should be required of n well 
disciplined and highly eliirieut police 
force. 


"It is greatly to be regretted that the 


custom has grown up of navlng trouble 
at all gatherings of students from the 
Yartous institutions of rosining. The 
example set to other gatherings of the 
people to emulate these acts of law- 
lessness and defiance of 
lawful 
re- 


straint Is productive of much mischief 
and trouble for the police in the arduous 
and difficult duties which they are con- 
stantly culled upon to perform. 


"The annoyance to which the public 


are frequently subjected by the con- 
duct of the students ou^hr to 
mnkf> 


them ashamed of it, and the fact that 
heavy details of police are ii'ways neces- 
sary whenever the students choose to 
assemble for an.v celebration Is a stigma 
upon their conduct, which is greatly to 
be regretted, to say the least." 


On tiie night of the riot about hull 


n hundred Technology students were 
injured by clubs in the hands of the 
police. The Institute officials had or 
dered the police to keep the stone 
steps leading to the linger.; building of 
the institute clear, but the students, 
not being aware of the order, attempted 
to climb the steps and give their CHS 
tomary cheer. 
A hand-to-hand en- 


^•ounter with the police followed. The 


-f Harvard students who were in 
the 


parade earlier in the evening did not 
go to the Technology grounds as had 
been expected, and they were not In- 
volved in the trouble.

Tlw Harrison is 
too small, even if it has tlie full Ki.OOo 
men credited to it in recent dispatches, 
to be ahlp to cotiiiHT-inmt' against the 
Japanese milling, anil ;ii [lie same time 
defend the works against an enemy 
with a numerical superiority of at least 
flve to one. 


But an engineering sii'go of this kind

chief commander to au officer of Old 
Couutry regulars was done away with.

1 Inn appeared 
superfluous at the time. No\y, as all 
signs point to a previously concealed 
concert of Ottawa aul London to put 
on Canadians tbe proper responsibility 
for their own defeucu, everything al- 
ready done seems most reasonable.

every earbuilding plaut iu tbe couutry 
shnw that approximately 62,950 cars 
have been built In 1904, including cars 
for the uac of elevated railroads, but 
exclusive of street and other electric 


•s. These figures do uol include cars 


built by the railroads at their own 
shops. 
Of the above total, approxi- 


mately 60,806 are for frieght service aud 
2,144 for passenger service; 60,955 are 
for domestic use and 1,995 are for ex- 
port. All the figures this year are otll 
cial, except iu tbe cute of the smaller 
equipment firms where it was necessary 
to make au estimate from our own 
current record. This is the smallest car 
output since 1897,.. wheu 48,588 cars 
were built. 
A Urge auiouul of old 


rolling stock was overhauled aud put 
into service at the railroad shops, sup- 
plying current needs in more ur less 
:eiuporary fashion, aud it is only since 
tlie early part of the Fall that new 
orders have beeu coming iu rapidly. 
During the past three mouths over 70,- 
000 cars have beeu ordered; some 10 
per cent, more tbau the total output 
for the year. The majority of these 
are for delivery in Ihe early part of 
1905. During the year 1,94:2 cars were 
bulk by three Hrms In Canada. Dur- 
ing the year 3,441 locomotives were 
buill al llie various locouiollve plants 
hi the country, as against 5,162 last 
year. This iigure is officially correct 
and required no estimating. The nil n- 
ber for tbe cutrent years includes 95 
electric locomotives. These ligurcs in- 
cluue locomotives built by llie "railroads 
at their own shops.—The Railroad 
Ga/ette.

important themes of thought and con- 
sideration. It was my privilege to pass 
several weeks of 1'JOl, and again of 190;)- 
1904, in the resplendent uud beautiful 
Centennial State. 


"No woman of ordinary intelligence 


could pass much time in Colorado with- 
out renli/Jng the marvelous eil'eet of ihe 
ballot on tbe .women themselves in its 
enlargement of their intellectual life 
and the redeeming of conversational in- 
terests to a fur more significant quali- 
ty-"The tone of convesation at women's 
lunches, at receptions, at club.-., or in 
mere iucideutal meetings, is so inli- 
nitely redeemed to a higher signifi- 
cance by the introduction of larger in- 
terests, without in the least sacrificing 
the interests of those literary,education- 
al, artistic, and social concerns which, 
iu non-suffrage States, are the chief 
themes of thought and discussion 
among cultivated women. 


•'The charge of fraudulent votiuK is

The East Boston tunnel wus con- 


Btructed nt a. cost of $;!,000,000 by tb« 
city of Boston,, which has leased it for 
u term of 25 yours, dating from 1S97. 
to the Boston Elevated Railway com- 
pany, which will use tlie tunnel exclu- 
sively for the ptissiigc of Its electric curs 
bet'Weeu Boston and East Boston. 
About rp,£ years have bc«n consumed 
in constructing the tunnel, in the ac- 
complishment of which many difficult 
engineering pJbblems had to be solved, 
chiefly on account of the maze of un- 
derground pipes, sewers and wires lo- 
cated oil tbe Boston side of tbe harbor, 
mid also because of the at all times peril- 
ous nature of the work of digging the 
large passuge-wuy underneath the bed 
of Boston harbor. 


The tunnel is bnllt entirely of con- 


crete and is the only ttinne! of that kind 
lu tbe world.
